Brewery Employés Reduced in Number.— 
The restrictions on the output of brewery pro- 
ductions in Dublin are stated to have already 
led to a reduction in the numbers of men 
employed. Local traders are fairly well agreed 
in believing that should a further impost be 
placed upon brewery products it would mean 
the last straw on the camel's back, and that a 
collapse would occur in the business of numbers

German Beer Barrels at the North Wal!.— 
After having obstructed the Custom House 
quay since war was declared, two-and-a-half 
years ago, the German blockade of empty Lager 
eer barrels reposing on the North Wall at last 
show signs of getting “the big push.” A 
number of these rather highly-scented casks 
had disappeared yesterday, and inquiries 
elicited the information that steps had been 
taken for the compulsory removal of the 
balance of them before very long.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIXE® 
Siz,—With reerence to the remarks in your 
London Letter of the 29th ult. re the back- 
wardness of the public in borrowing from their 
bankers to invest in the War Loan, | would 
int out that tarmers and busmess men are 


‘giked to take too great a risk under existing 


conditions. The banks insist (1) that the War 
Scrip shall be registered in their trustees’ 
names; (2) that a minimum of 5 per cent. 
interest is charged on the aum borrowed; (3) 
that ths sum snail be repaid within a certain 

. eed period. 

Ji course, no one expects the banks to take 
any risk to accommodate the public; yet, if the 
banks were backed by the Government, I feel 
sure that their terms could be modified some- 
what, so that the public would be willing to 
take risks for their country’s sake, You will 
acknowledge that it is not a small thing for a 
business man to mortgage his future in these 
abnormal] times, when all his spare cash may 
be needed to tide him over, This could be ac- 
complished as follows:—-(1). the banks should 
charge a fixed rate of 5 per cent. jnterest on 
the sum borrowed during the time agreed upon 
for repayment, the debt altered, say, each 
quarter by the amount repaid; (2) they —

agreed upon between bank and customer, was 
maintained This would enable Irish landiords 
to pay off inortgages on their estates in War 
Loan Scrip, and either to transfer the mortgage 
to the bank or hand over sufficient industrial 
scrip to make up the agreed margin of safety, 
and so save the borrower from having to sell 
these latter (if he is to invest in the War Loan), 
whereby he would lose heavily owing to capital 
depreciation, consequent on the temporary 
operation of the excess profits tax, etc.

THE TILLAGE CAMPAIGN, 
fO THE EDITUn Ul THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—in Tuesday s Jrish Times there is a re- 
port of an interview between Mr. Duke, Chief 
Secretary for ireland, and a deputation from 
the irish Land and Labour Association, which 
had for its spokesmen sofhe Southern Irish 
Nationalist members of Parliament. It ap- 
pears that the two main objects the deputation 
had in view were: (1) the establishment of a 
ininimum wage; (2) that urban and rural dis- 
trict councils may be armed with compulsory 
power to acquire land in their localities for the 
purpose of letting it in allotments to labourers 
who were anxious to till it, and thus increase 
the food production of the country. 

With the principle of the first object there 
will be few to disagree. Even in ordinary times 
the wages of the Irish labourer are entirely 
inadequate, and in too many cases fall far 
below a living wage—particularly in those con- 
ditions of employment where the labourer has 
to find his own board. It must, however, be 
borne in mind that the profits derived from 
tillage for the past thirty years were almost so 
negligible that. they allowed noymargia for a 
decent wage. In this respect it is to be hoped 
that expectations under the new scheme of 
tillage will be so far realised that a good agri- 
cultural labourer will at least command svout 
£1 Ss. a week, without board, and 14s. a week, 
with board. ) 

As regards the compulsory acquisition of land 
by urban and district councils to be let in allot- 
ments for labourers to till, it is here we see 
the hand of the adventurous member of Parlia- 
ment, in his effort to exploit) the national crisis 
to increase his political following. It is wel) 
known that there are few agricultural labourers 
without their ecre of land attached to their 
houses. It is also well known that they gene- 
rally do not till their plots, and, if asked why, 
they will tell you that it pays them better to 
earn the wages that are going from the farmers 
and others than to remain at home tilling their 
plots, which, they will further tell you, owing 
to the want of a sufficient supply of farmyard 
manure, yield such precarious crops as not to 
be worth tilling. Again, if every labourer tills 
his acre of land, he cannot possibly have any 
time to help the farmer who undertakes a big 
tillage scheme, with the result that the crops 
will be never planted, much less reaped. If the 
district councils had the acquiring and letting 
of. allotments for tillage, we should only have a 
repetition of what occurred under the schemes 
for building of cottages and the vompulsory ac- 
quisition of allotments of land for labourers, 
when certain district councillors remained in 
office for the sole purpose of keeping off their 
own farms and those of their friends labourers’ 
cottages and plots, while they put them on 
small farmers. The present tillage scheme is of 
too far-reaching importance to be destroyed by 
mischievous members of Parliament who find 
their seats rendered go unsafe by their efforts at 
“partitioning " Ireland that they would now 
wry to redeem their past by partitioning even 
the small farms of their Nationalist opponents. 
In fact, such members of Parliament are ready 
to partition everything except their own 
salaries. Instead of making the Irish labourers 
another group of uneconomic holders, give them 
liberal wages and those products of tillage that 
they may require for the use of themselves and 
their families at a reduced price. It is only in 
this way their labour can be secured for the. 
tillage scheme, which must be done by up-to 
fate machinery on a very bie scale.—Yours,

Fugitive Husbands. 


A few days ago, in the Prussian House 
of Deputies, the Socialists sought to 
extend the franchise to women. In 
opposing the motion Herr Heins, a Con- 
Servative, said that the success of the 
feminist movement would be “ the assassi- 
nation of family life.” In England more 
married men than single men had offered 
themselves as recruits for the Army. 
“The married men, in fact, enlisted 
to escape from their wives.” If this 
statement were true, it would be a high 
military tribute to the married women 
of England. The Prussian Guard was 
unable to resist English soldiers who had 
enlisted through fear of their own wives. 
Herr Heins admits, therefore, that the 
picked troops of Germany, as soon as they 
saw the beak and claw of a regiment of 
English matrons, would fly screaming far 
away. The thought of an English husband 
taking refuge among German machine 
guns from his wife’s tongue reminds us of 
Phil May’s “ cowardly ” lion-tamer. What 
makes Herr Heins’s argument interesting 
is the probability that his fellow-deputies 
believed it. The credulity of the German 
is one of the most astonishing facts in 
modern history. It must be admitted 
that the Germans are a studious and intel- 
ligent people. Before the war they were 
not, like the French, a stay-at-home 
people. The German eye was watchful in 
all parts of the world, and, as we know 
now to our cost, Germany's peaceful penc- 
tration of Great Britain was singularly 
thorough and complete. It is quite cer- 
tain that millions of Germans in the 
trenches and in the Fatherland are 
familiar with English geography, the Eng- 
lish character, and the conditions of social 
life in England. Nevertheless, it appears 
that to-day “any old lie” (as America 
would say) about England is good enough 
to be swallowed in Germany. ‘The myth 
of our ‘‘contemptible Army” lasted for 
nearly two years. Official German 
despatches continue to describe English 
watering-places as fortified towns. We 
may believe that general credence will ‘be 
given to the story that Englishmen prefer 
the fire of German “ frightfulness"’ to the 
frying-pan of domestic life.

Germany at Bay. 


The last phase of the war, we may 
believe, has opened with the promulgation 
yesterday of a new set of Berlin Decrees. 
They accord closely with the Napoleonic 
precedent. Germany, without the re- 
quisite naval power to enforce a legal 
blockade, has nevertheless prohibited abso- 
lutely all neutral commerce with the 
Allies. She has proclaimed, as from yes- 
terday, blockaded ateas which cover all 
the waters surrounding the United King- 
dom, France, and Italy, as well as certain 
areas in the Eastern Mediterranean. In 
these areas she proposes to torpedo all 
ships without further notice and without 
reference to their flags or cargoes. Excep- 
tions are made only in favour of ships at 
present in the ‘ prohibited’’ areas, ships 
actually en route to ports in those areas, 
and ships of certain specified passenger 
services. No such generous concessions 
are to be extended to any ships of the 
Allies. On the contrary, submarine war- 
fare is to be extended, on the most im- 
pudent pretext, even to the hospital ships 
plying between Great Britain and France. 
With regard to this particular devilry the’ 
British Government has warned Germany 
that, if the threat is carried out, reprisals 
will be taken immediately by the British. 
authorities. The German Government's 
intentions have been communicated in a 
long Note to the United States, in a 
briefer Note to Spain, to Holland, and, 
presumably, to all other neutral countries. 
They were explained’ with brutal candour 
by the Imperial German Chancellor, Herr 
von Bethmann-Hollweg, in a speech in the 
Reichstag on Wednesday. Last year the 
Reichstag agreed that the choice of the 
moment for “unrestricted” submarine 
warfare should be left to the Government 
and the High Command. Restrictions 
have not been much in evidence hitherto ; 
but they have existed, notably in the 
treatment of American and Spanish ships. 
Hitherto the question of the length to 
which the submarine campaign should be 
pushed has been determined, in Herr von 
Bethmann-Hollweg’s words, “in considera- 
of the military, political, and 
economic situation as a whole.” It is.

The problem which it 
creates. in the words of Sir Edward Carson 
which we report to-day, is “as difficult 
as it is grave.” Yet the knowledge that 
this is Germanys final effort will en-

Farms for Soldiers. 


Canada is getting on with her plans for 
the settling of returmed soldiers on the 
land. The States of the Australian 
Commonwealth and various other parts of 
the’ Empire have either initiated settle- 
ment schemes or have registered general 
promises of special treatment for such of 
the defenders of Empire as may wish to 
go on the land within their boundaries. 
Canada, however, has taken up the matter 
on a large scale, and regards it as one of 
the most important pieces of development 
and constructive effort in her history. 
Represeniatives—in most cases the Pre- 
miers—of the Governments of. the nine 
provinces of Canada met recently at 
Ottawa, on the invitation of the Dominion 
Government, for the purpose primarily 
of considering a plan under which re- 
turned soldiers may be helped to settle on 
Jrown lands in the Dominion. The 
Dominion Government had prepared a 
tentative plan of land settlement which 
would be effective in those provinces whose 
public lands are still owned and adminis- 
tered by the Federal Government. The 
co-operation of the Provincial Govern- 


| ments—including those whose Crown lands 


are under their own control—was invited, 
so that whatever plan might be adopted 
finally should be uniform in its applica- 
tion throughout the Dominion. A Bill 
was drafted for consideration at the 
present session of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment. It formulates a scheme for the 
settlement of returned soldiers on 
areas of the Crown lands in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, and Alberta, and the 
railway belt in British Columbia which 
are vested in the Federal Govern- 
ment. It is proposed to administer the 
settlement scheme through a permanent 
Commission of three members. An ad- 
vance of £300 for equipment may be made 
to any settler without any obligation of 
repayment for three years. After that 
period the principal iswrepayable in fifteen 
equal yearly instalments, 
mission may supplement the first advance 
‘by further assistance up to £200 in any 
case. The scheme includes a preliminary 
training in agriculture as well as local 
direction by demonstration farms and 
domestic science teaching (for women) 
within easy reach of the various settle- 
ments. The Bill provides that tlie advan- 
tages of the settlement scheme shall be 
gpen to Canadian soldiers, as well as to 
British reservists who were living in Canada 
when called to the Colours, and: also to 
war widows. In this scheme, that is to 
say, Canada is providing for her own, and 
the question of facilities for British 
soldiers who may wish to settle in Canada 
‘after the war is not touched by the Bill.

LORD DUNRAVEN ON “ DEBT AND-DIET.” 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

Nearly two decades have passed since Lord 
Dunraven laid the foundations in the Land Con- 
ference, over which 'he presided, of the 
Wyndham Land Purchase Act. A hundred 
millions of British money have been since ex- 
pended on Irish land purchase, and the 
economic resulta of this great State Socialist 
departure have rung round the earth. Land 
nationalisation in this instance grappled satis- 
factorily with a great social and economic diffi- 
culty, and, whatever the theoretic objections, 
overcame them. But-now, driven off tne land, 
Lord Dunraven has written a remarkable paper 
on our sea fisheries for the Nineteenth Century 
and After. He declares, of his own know- 
ledge as an Owner of trawiers, that the bounty 
of Dame Nature is in this great rent-free 
ocean-common quite inexhaustible, and that the 
parent State could farm the ocean of these 
sea-girt islands, so as to tap a cheap and 
inexnaustible food supply for torty-five millions 
of people, supplying those people with cheaper 
food, and at the same time contributing an 
immense and increasing sum to revenue. At a 
time when Chancellors of the Exchequer are 
scanning a wide horizon for additional revenue, 
it is quite certain that such a proposal from 
such an authority will not fall op the stony 
ground of official neglect. 

A beautiful food is fish, but when the nets 
break because of the burden they bring to 
shore the “ surplus ’’ herrings and mackerel and 
sprats are used to fertilise the adjacent lands, 
lest they depress the “ ring “ prices of fish in 
the local markets. The remedy, as Lord Dun- 
raven sees it, is that the State should con- 
struct cold-storage dépdts in every considerable 
town, and in this way store the surplus harvest 
of the spring and summer against the season 
of winter gales. We are to-day confronted 
with a really dangerous advance in the price 
of food—an advance not directly connected with 
the war ab all. It is evidently the conviction 
of this Nineteenth Century reviewer that we 
can secure an almost unlimited feast of fat 
things from the ocean, and he quotes the recent 
evidence of a Scottish member of Parliament 
before a Parliamentary Committee, who depre- 
cates loans to fishermen on the strange ground 
that tie supply of fish food might become so 
large that there would be more fish on our slabs 
than people to eat it! Lord Dunraven’s reply 
ia that the State, equipped with adequate cold- 
storage, and with railway rates sufficiently low, 
could furnish food for the million, and, while 
selling cheaper and better fish, yield a revenue 
to the Government which Mr. Bigland, the 
member for Birkenhead, assesses at. 35 millions 
a year. Mr. Bigland declares that of forty 
ounces, the average daily food diet, only an 
ounce is fish, and that, could the fish ration 
be increased to six ounces, and the State en- 
cash for its services & penny a pound, the re- 
venue from fish would about defray the costs of 
the Royal Navy! Mr. Bigland states also that 
the rate offered by the Grand Trunk Railway 
from Prince Rupert, on the Pacific coast, to 
Liverpool is on halibut and salmon only a penny 
a pound. Compare this with the existing rail- 
way rate from Grimsby to London of over a 
halfpenny a pound! 

Lord Dunraven'’s argument marches to a con- 
clusion with which few may be found to dis- 
agree. The State, he declares, should organise 
a Department of Fisheries to treat our vast 
ocean-ommon as ecientifically as a farmer 
treats his land. Where we in these ocean-girt 
islands spend ona sovereigh on ovr fisheries, 
Canada spends six, and the United States 
twenty-six, It seems incredible that this pro- 
digious heritage, iis acres rent-free for all, iis 
meat yield per ocean acre reckoned by the late 
Sir John Lawes at a hundred-fold more than 
the yield of an acre of our most fertile land: 
should have been so utterly neglected for all 
the essential purposes of our" national life.

Some of his friends go so far as to 
declare that this was what was at the back 
of his mind when he penned his famous 
Note to the Allies and when he addressed 
the Senate. He was making, they say, 
one final effort to secure peace before 
America was drawn into the war; but he 
was fully conscious that his attempt would 
probably be abortive, and that before long 
the German Government would compe! 
him to alter his attitude. 

Having shown the way*of ruthlessness 
with regard to air raids, the Germans are 
now becoming nervous as to what the 
future may have in store for them. A 
number of members of the Reichstag have 
been making representations to the German 
(Government asking for precautions to safe- 
guard national treasures against possible 
air raids. They profess to be nervous re- 
garding their cathedrals, particularly 
those in the neighbourhood of the Rhine. 
Nobody knows what the Allies may have to 
do in the future if the Germans persist in 
carrying out’ their threats of sinking 
hospital ships; but it is cértain that they 
will not deliberately set out to destroy 
churches and cathedrals. Probably the 
Germans are thinking more of their own 
safety than of that of any building. That 
representations have been made shows that 
the Germans are becoming conscience- 
stricken. What they have done to open 
towns they now recognise the Allies can 
do to them. The day may come when the 
Zeppelin raids may be answered in kind 
and with interest. 

The definite statement made by the 
Secretary for the Colonies yesterday re- 
garding the future of the captured Ger 
man territories will give a satisfac- 
tion to our Overseas Dominions. Sir 
Joseph Ward, speaking for New Zealand, 
was the first to call attention to the claim 
of the Dominions to the lands taken from 
Germany, and it is probable that the sub- 
iect will come before the War Conference, 

ked by the determination of the Over- 
seas representatives that the German pos- 
sessions shall be retained. General Smuts, 
who has virtually conquered German Kast 
Africa, will mo Coirm come with instruc- 
tions from the Union Government to 
oppose the restoration of any portion of 
Africa to Germany. 

Mr.:and Mrs, Asquith have returned to 
their family residence in Cavendish square, 
Lady Cunard, who was in possession, hay- 
ing moved out for their convenience. Mr. 
Asquith has had the house for many years, 
and it is one of the roomiest and most com- 
fortable in the square.

We carried out a successful raid early 
this morning south-east of Neuville St, 
Vaast. “We had no casualties. 

Hostile attempts to approach our line dur- 
ing the night and early morning south- 
east of Armentiéres and east of Ypres 
were repulsed with loss. : 

This morning two other attacks in the 
neighbourhood of Wytschaete made by 
strong parties of the enemy dressed in 
white were beaten back before they 
could reach our trenches. The enemy 
suffered heavy casualties. We took a 
few prisoners in the course of these 
encounters. 

Counter-battery work and bombardments of 
the enemy’s positions were carried out 
by us with success during the day at a 
number of places along our front. The 
enemys artillery was more active than 
usual south of Ypres.

_ According to the Cologne Gazette, the follow- 
ing memorandum was handed by. the German 
Government to the American and the Spanish 
Ambassadors in Berlin, for delivery to the 
British and French Governments :—~ 
For a considerable time past the enemy 
Governments, especially the British, have used 
their hospital ships, not only for rendering 
assistance to the wounded, sick, and ship- 
wrecked, but also for military purposes, there- 


by violating The Hague Convention on war at 
sea. Suspicion had already been aroused by 


‘the fact that the British Government during 


the Gallipoli campaign notified to the Govern- 
ments of the Quadruple Alliance a dispropor- 
tiomately large number vessels as hospfial 
ships, which could not possibly have been meant 
to serve exclusively for transport and nursing 
of the wounded and sick. Thus, in 1915 alone, 
not less than fifty-nine vessels were, hotified 
by the British Gbvernment to be hospital 
ships, after it had, since the outbreak of 
war,-already given notice that forty other 
vessels were hospital ships. After the vic- 
torious termination of the Gallipoli campaign, 
the Turkish Government notified neutral 
Powers in a Note of protest that the British 
commanders had used hospital ships which 
were: in the Eastern Mediterranean for trans- 
porting back troops and military stores. 

To this must be added the fact that the 
British Government, contrary to the. usual 
cistom, did ‘not equip certain ships once and 
for all as hospital ships, and use them ae such 
for the duration of the war, but: repeatedly 
placed a vessel on the list of hospital ships, 
and shortly afterwards struck her off the list, 
so that the German Government was hardly 
able to eend corresponding information in time 
to ite naval forces. Thus, for instance, the 
steamer Copenhagen, which was employed by 
the British Government as a transport, was 
notified in a verbal Note by the American 
Embassy in Berlin, on October 14, to be a 
hospital ehip, while on February 6, 1915, she 
was again declared to be struck off the list. 
in order to be replaced once more on the list 
on January 1, 1916, and again to be struck 
off on March 4, 1916. This procedure clearly 
produced the impression that it was imtended 
to create uncertainty and confusion regarding 
the character of the vessels thus employed, by 
permitting the peaceful or the warlike char- 
acter of the vessels to be emphasised according 
uo requirements. 


ALLEGED ABUSE OF THE RED CROSS. 

. Moreover, in 1915, numerous trustworthy re- 
ports roached the German Government that 
British hospital ships in the Channel, -which 
had to embark at French ports, and bring to 
English ports the wounded men of the British 
Army fighting on Franco-Belgian soil, were 
laden in a strikingly heavy manner on their 
journey from England to France. On their re-* 
turn journey they were of normal draught. 
From this aircumstance, various observers, 
especially fea captains, concluded that the 
vessels were misusing the Red Cros§ in their 
passage to France, being used as munition 
transports on the outward journey. This sur- 
mise was later confirmed by a number of un- 
exceptionable witnesses. English soldiers often 
admitted that hospital ships were thus em- 
ployed, and a French sergeant told a German 
prisoner that he clearly observed how m@ni- 
tions were carried during the night to the 
hospital ship La France in numerous motor 
cars while she was lying in Marseilles Har- 
bour. British sailors, according to the de- 
claration on oath of a trustworthy neutral, 
said that the transport of munitions to France 
by the English was often carried out in 
hospital ships. 

Finally, there are available declarations on 
oath by eye-witnesses, who were spettators, as 
to how munitions were loaded on board hospital 
ships. ' : 

QUESTION OF TROOP TRANSPORT. 

The most grievous violation of The Hague 
Convention, however, lies in the fact that tho 
British and French Governments in numerous 
cases have allowed their troops to be trans- 
ported by hospital ships.

customary. Moreover, 
arming of such ships has been established. 


UNMENTIONABLE INFORMANTS. 
The reports’ of the informants and witnesses 
mentioned in the annexe form only a gmail 
part of the material before the German Go- 
vernment.

fore, any mention of their names would expose |

hitherto accorded to hospital ships, and to em- 
ploy them for the conveyance of troops and their 
equipment. The message includes a particular 
reference to the hospital ship Britannic, which 
is said to have carried 2,500 British soldiers who 
were not invalids, on the sworn testimony of an 
Austrian singer named Albert Messany,’ who, 
on the outbreak of the war, had been interned 
in Malta, and had returned to England in 
November, 1916, on board the hospital ship 
Britannic. The whole message is a tissue of 
falsehood, and the only true statement in the 
story attributed to Messany is the fact that he 
was brought home in the Britannic, as he was 
an invalid at the time, and repatriated for this 
very reason. As may be expected, the German 
Press messages at this moment are filled with 
false statements of this kind, in order to manu- 
facture a pretext for the latest methods of war- 
fare announced by Germany.

In acknowledging this principle, Germany 
would sincerely rejoice if peoples like those of 
Ireland and India, who do not enjoy the bless- 
ings of political independence, now obtained 
their freedom. Allianees which drive peoples to 
competition in power and entangle them in the 
net of selfish intrigues are rejected also by the 
German people. On the other hand, its yoyitu 
collaboration is assured to all efforts which aim 
at the prevention of future wars, The freedom 
of the seas, as the perquisite of the free exist- 
ence of and ponnetul iaesooures of the peoples, 
and the open door to trade by all nations have 
always belonged to the leading principles of 
German policy. The Imperial Government re- 
greis all the more deeply that the attitude of 
its enemies, hostile to peace, renders it impos- 
sible for the world to begin with the realisation 
of these sublime aims at once. Germany and 
her Allies were ready to enter forthwith into 
yeace negotiations, and had declared as their 
vasis the security, existence, honour, and free- 
dom of development of their peoples. Their 
plans, as they expressly emphasised in the Note 
of December 12, 1916, were not ajmed at the 
destruction or crushing of their enemies, and 
were, according to their conviction, quite com- 
patible with the rights of other nations, espe- 
cially as regards Belgium, which is the object 
of the warm sympathy of the United States. 


BELGIUM. 


The Imperial, Chancellor a few. weeks ago 


| declared that tle &nnexation of “Reigium was 


never intended by Germany. In the peace to 
be concluded with Belgium, Gerniany solely 
wanted to take the precaution that this country, 
with which the Imperial Government desired to 
live in good neighbourly relations; should not be 
used by the enemy for the promotion of hostile 
designs. Such a precaution fs the more urgent 
because the enemy rulers, in repeated speec ie, 
especially in the resolutions of the Paris 
Economic Conference, undisguisedly pronounced 
their intention not to recognise Germany as pos- 
sessing equal rights, even after the re-espablish- 
ment of peace, but to continue to aght sy S- 
tematically. 


FAILURE OF THE PEACE OFFER. 


The peace attempt of the Four Allies failed 
owing to the lust of conquest of their opponents, 
who desire to dictate peace, On the pretext of 
the principle of nationaljties they disclosed their 
war aim to disintegrate and to dishonor Ger- 
many, Austria-Hungary, Turkey, and Bulgaria. 
To the desire for reconciliation they oppose the 
will to destruction. They desire to fight to 
the utmost. Thus, a; new situaifon has 
arisen which forces inas also to new de- 
cisions. For two-and-a-half vears England has 
misused her naval power in the wicked attempt 
to force Germany into submission by hunger. 
Brutally ignoring international law, the group 
of Powers led by England prevent not only the 
legitimate commerce of their opponents, but, by 
ruthless ,pressure, they force also neutral States 
to abandon commercial intercourse, which is 
not agreeable to them, or to restrict the’r com- 
meree according to their arbitrary regulation. 
The American people knows the efforis which 
were undertaken in order to induce England 
and her Allies to return to international law, 
and to respect the law of the freedom of the 
be as, 

THE “ STARVATION WAR,” 


The English Government persists in the star- 
vation war, which in truth does not hit the 
fighting forces of ite opponent, but forces 
women, children, sick and old, to suffer for the 
Fatherland’s sake grievous privations, which 
ara endangering the people's strength. Thus 
the British lust of power cold-bloodedly in- 
creases the sufferings of the world without re- 
gard to any law of humanity, without regard 
to the protests of severely projudiced neuirals, 
and even without regard to the silent desire 
for peace among the peoples of her own Allies. 
Every day by which the terrible struggle is 
prolonged brings new devastation, new distress, 
new death. Every day by which the war is 
shortened preserves on both sides the lives of 
thousands of brave fighters, and is a blessing to 
tortured mankind. The Imperial Government 
would not be able to answer before its own 
conscience, before the German people, and be- 
fore history if it left any means whatever un- 
tried to hasten the end of the war. With the 
President of the United States it had hoped to 
aitain this aim by negotiations, :

THE NOTE TO SPAIN. 
 (REUTER'8S TELEGRAM.)

The following is the text of the Note which 
Germany and Austria have addréssed io 
Spain :—- ' 

Germany, Austria-Hungary, and their Allies. 
in view of the failure of their peace proposals 
and of the fact that their enemies, in wM@fecting 
the reconciliation which this démarche offered, 
have replied by announcing their intention to 
destroy them and carry on the war to the end; 
In view of Great Britain's abuse of her sea- 
power, whereby she seeks to reduce the Centra! 
Empires by starvation, condemning them to bit- 
ter sacrifices, which endanger the vigour and 
force of their populations, and in view of the 
fact that Great Britain and her Allies do not 
respect the laws of humanity nor the interest 
of neutrals, whose commerce they limit and 
restrict in accordance with their intention to 
continue the war with greater violence—the 
Central Empires have decided also to continue 
the war, using, all the weapons at their dis- 
posal, witheut regard for the bounds which 
they had hitherto set to the exercise of their 
sea-power, and they hope that the Spanish 
people and Government will not fail to recog- 
nise the reasons which have led to this decision. 
Accordingly, the Central Empires will proceed, 
as from February Ist, without further warning, 
and by every means, tc interrupt sea traffic 
round Great Britain, France, and Italy, as well 
as in the Eastern Mediterranean in certain 
specified prohibited areas, which will be pub- 
lished in the Official Gazette. At the same time, 
they will allow neutral vessela at present in 
ei in prohibited areas to leave port before 
ebruary Sth, and take the shortest reute to 
reach free waters. The Central Powers have 
similarly made arrangements to grant an agreed 


period of immunity to neutral ships bound for 


Eas in a prohibited area, if such vessels, on

Whatever course is 
chosen, the opinion prevails in high official 
circles that the United States eannot let the 
situation stand unchallenged. 

The Washington correspondent of the Associ- 
ated Press telegraphs:—-Mr. Lansing received 
the say Hy men late this afternoon, and told 
them that he had nothing to communicate, add- 
ing that this statement held good for the re- 
mainder of the day, and that there waa no 
prospect of his making apy announcement to- 
night. There are indications, however, in official 
quarters, that a communication has actually 
been sent or is about to be sent to Germany. 

In the absence of any official announcement, 
the opinion is widely held amóng well-informed 
persons that this communication is in the nature 
of a warning against unrestricted submarine 
warfare, and places the severance of relations, 
as the next step in order, if Germany persists 
in breaking her ‘sat sd to the United States.

SPEECH. - 


THE MOMENT FOR THE

INDISCRIMINATE 
WARFARE. 


(REUTERS TELEGRAM.) 
AMSTERDAM, WepnespayY. 
At to-day's sitting of the Main Committee of 
the Reichstag, the Imperial Chancellor (Herr 
von Bethmann-Hollweg) made the following 
statement :-— 
On December 12th last year I explained be- 


‘fore the Reichstag the reasons which led to our | 


peace offer. The reply of our opponents clearly 
and precisely said that they decline peace 
negotidtions with us, and that they want to 
hear only of a peace which they dictate. By 
this the whole question of the guilt for the con- 
tinuation of the war is decided. Tho guilt alone 
falls on our opponegts. Just as definite stands 
our task. The enemy’s conditions we cannot 
discuss, They could only be accepted by a 
totally defeated people. It, therefore, means 
fight. President Wilson’s message to Congress 
shows his sincere wish to restore peace to the 
world. Many of his maxims agree with our 
aims—naniely, the freedom of the seas; the 
abolition of the system of the balance of power, 
which is always bound te lead to new difficul- 
ties; equal rights of all nations, and the open 
door. But what are the peace conditions of the 
Entente? Germany’s defensive force is to be 
destroyed; we are to lose Alsace-Lorraine and 
the Eastern Provinces of the Ostmarken; the 
Danube Monarchy is to be dissolved; Bulgaria 
is again to be cheated of her national unity: 
and Turkey is to be pushed out of Europe and 
smashed in Asia. The destructive designs of 
our opponents cannot be expressed more 


strongly. 
A FIGHT TO THE END. 

We have been challenged to fight to the end. 
We accept the challenge. We steke everything, 
and we shall be victorious, By this develop- 
ment of the situation the decision concerning 
submarine warfare has been forced into its last 
acute state? The question of the U boat war, 
as gentlemen of the Reichstag will remember} 
has occupied us three times in this Committee 
lately—namely, in March, May, and September 
last year. On each occasion, in an exhaustive 
statement, I expounded the points for and 
against in this question. I emphasisedygon each 
occasion that I was.speaking pro temihire, and 
not as a supporter in principle or an opponent 
in principle of the unrestricted employment of 
all U beats, but in consideration of the muilttary, 
political, and economic situation as a 
whole. I always proceeded from the stand- 
point - as to whether an _ unrestricted 
U boat war will bring us nearer to 
a victorious, peace or not. Every means, | 
said in March, that is calculated to shorten 
the war is the humanest policy to follow. 
When the most_ruthless methods are considered 
as best calculated to lead us to victory and to 
a swift victory, I said at that time, then they 
must be employed. 

THE MOMENT FOR THE U BOATS. 

The Imperial Chancellor proceeded to explain 
why, in March and May last year, he opposed 
an unrestricted U boat war, why, again, in 
September, according to the unanimous judg- 
ment of the political and military authorities, 
the question was not considered ripe for deci- 
sion. In this connection the Chancellor re- 
peated his previous utterance that as soon as 
he, in agreement with the Supreme Army Com- 
mand, reached the conviction that ruthiess 
U boat war would bring Germany nearer to a 
victorious peace, then the U boat war would 


‘be started. 


This moment, he continued, has now 
arrived. Last autumn the time was not 
yet ripe, but to-day the moment has come 
when, with the greatest prospect of suc- 
cess, we can undertake this enterprise. We 
must, therefore, not wait any longer. 

Where has there been a change? In the 
first place, the most important fact of all is 
that the number of our submarines has very 
considerably increased as compared with last 
spring,. and thereby a firm basis has been 
created for success. The second decisive reason 
is the bad cofn harvest of the world. This 
fact now already confronts England, France, 
and Italy with serious difficulties. é 


A POINT OF UNBEARABLENESS 
We firmly hope to been 
U boat war, to a 
point of unbearableness. The coal position, 
too, Js a vital question in the war. Already it 
is trical, ás you know, in Italy and France. 
Our submarines will render it still more critical. 
To this must be added, especially as regards 
England, the supply of ore for the production 
of mrunitions in the widest sense, and of timber 
for coal mines. Our enemy's difficulties are 
rendered etill further acute by the increased 
lack of cargo space. In this respect our U boat 
and cruiser warfare have prepared the ground 
for the decisive blow. The KAntente suffers jn 
all its members owing to lack of cargo space. 
It makes itself felt in Italy and France not 
less than in England. -If we may how venture 
to estimate the positive advantages of an un- 
restricted U boat war at a very much higher 
value than last spring, the dangers which arise 
for us from U boat war have correspondingly 
decreased since that time. The Chancellor then 
discussed in detail the political situation, and 
ecntinued :— 
HINDENBURG'S VIEWS. 

A few days ago Marshal von Hindenburg de- 
scribed to me the situation as follows :—'' Our 
fronts stand firm on all sides. Wo have every- 
where the requisite reserves. The spirit of 
the trpops is good and confident, The military 
situation as a whole permits us to accept all 
the consequences that an unrestricted U boat 
war may bring about, and, as this U boat war 
in all circumstances is the meana to injure our 
enemies moet grievously, it must be begun.”’ 

The Secretary of State for the Admiralty 
gave information from the military and naval 
standpoints. 

Concluding his speech, the Imperial Chancellor 
said:—The Admiralty Staff and the High Seas 
Fleet entertain the firm conviction—a convic- 
tion which has iis practical support in the ex- 
perience gained in the U boat-cruiser warfare— 
that Great Britain will be brought to peace by 
arms. Our Allies agree with our views. Austria- 
Hungary adheres to our procedure alsé in prac- 
tice. 
Great Britain and the west coast of France, 
within which we will try to prevent all shipping 
traffic to enemy countries, Austria-Hungary de- 
elares a blockaded area around Italy to all 
neutral countries. A free path for neutral in- 
tercourse is left outside the blockaded area, 
To America we offer, as we did in 1915, safe 
passenger traffic under definite conditions. He 
concluded with the following words:—No one 
among us will close his eyes to the seriousness 
of the step which we are taking. That our ex- 
istence is at stake everyone has known since 
August 4th. 

The Secretary of State for the Interior, on 
the basis of detailed statiatical data, dealt with 
the economic situation of the world, and was 
followed by the Foreign Secretary, who gave 
information concerning a number of special 
questions. 

A secret session followed, and during a con- 
fidential discussion representatives of the 
Centre, National, Liberal, and Progressive 
People’s Parties spoke.

Touching Germany’s latest declaration of un- 
restricted sulfmarine piracy, the Daily Tele- 
graph says—So far as the Allies are concerned 
they will be in no doubt how to proceed.

We 
need not accept at its face value the German 
threat, but no pains must be spared on the 
part of. this country, and its Allies, at what- 
ever sacrifice of other interests, to put down 
these pests of the sea, because sea communica- 
tion is essential to all other war measures, 


THE U BOAT MINE-LAYER.

DUTCH BOATS STOPPED. 


The Holland-Amerika Company, says. the 
special correspondent of the Daily News at 
Rotterdam, has cabled instructions that its 
liners now in American waters are not to leave, 
pending further orders. The company is also 
trying to get into touch with the liner Nieuwe- 
Amsterdam, which left here for America two 
days ago, in order to recall her. The Dutch 
Government has prohibited, “until a safe 
foute can be decided upon,” the sailing of all 
Netherland steamers, and also steam fishing 
vessels which usually go outside territorial! 
waters, Foreign vessels are not prehibited from 
leaving, but the commanders will receive a 
reat warning from the Dutch Government. 


FRANCE AND THE GERMAN 
THREAT. 


The French Press discusses the German reply 
to President Wilson’s Senate speéch, and Dr. 
von Bethmann Hollweg’s deliverance before the 
Committee of the Reichstag, especially as both 
affect the threatened submarine warfare á 
outrance. Mr. Jean Herbett, in the Echo de 
Paris, says:—With what does Germany per- 
petually reproach the Allies? With acts of war, 
as, for example, the blockade. How does she 
reply to these acts of war? By acts of bar- 
barity. That cannot be called using reprisals, 
but committing atrocities. Assuredly the task 
of the Allied Fleets becomes daily harder, and 
it becomes more than ever our urgent duty to 
economise in all that comes from overseas. But 
we would be playing the game of the enemy if 
we allowed him to intimidate us at the very 
moment when he is reduced to counting on inti- 
midation rather than on force.
